to Help Develop Mexico. 


But They Must not Come in Quest of Special Privi- 
leges Declares the First Chief of the Constitutional 
Cause — Details the Motives of the Insurrection He is

CRUZ, Sept. 25.—In the following striking interview with 

Gen. Carranza, the Constitutionalist leader sets forth for the 
first time his full views toward the United States and the Latin 
American powers, discusses frankly just what the Americans and 
all other foreigners may expect from him, what his views are on 
the various problems confronting Mexico and what he intends to 
do to establish peace and his purpose in doing so. 

Carranza is not a picturesque individual. There is no romance 
and glamour about him. He is essentially a man of letters, a 
schemer and a student. He does not seem to possess the exuber- 
ance and vivacity so common among Latins. He is rather reticent, 
slow and meditative. But he waxes enthusiastic as he talks about 
the revolution in Mexico. 7

“My ambition from the beginning. Gen. Carranza said to me 


in a slow, hard voice, was peace for Mexico. For that very reason 
I took up the banner of revolution against the dictator Huerta, 


because | knew that we could not have peace so long as injustices| 


were committed in the name of liberty. 

“When Huerta was eliminated and the cause of Constitution- 
alism triumphed I begged Gen. Villa to forget all personal dif- 
ferences, meet me in Havana and there come to an understanding. 


| But at that time Gen. Villa seemed the stronger and he was not 


an unnecessary civil war, but now when he has been vanquished he 
lis pleading for peace conferences. The same thing happened with 
Gen. Zapata. I sent special envoys to him, begged him in the name 
, of the welfare of Mexico to forget all differences and promised to 
carry out his agrarian plan, but the personal ambitions of his secre- 
taries were greater than the needs of their country.

ARSAW, Aug. 18.—All my life I have dreamed of seeing 

a battle.

We started early this 

morning in a big automobile bus. On the front seat with the chauf- 

feur sat an armed guard. We began to feel as though we were near 
a war.

As far as you could see, 

looking up and down the river, the great steel arches were lying like 


drowned monsters, in the mud and water. At the Czar Nicholas 


of planks and piling.

The road dove into the depths of a forest. As we got in 
among the trees there came a sound that brought the auto to a stop 
so abruptly that the wheels skidded. It was the crack of exploding 
shrapnel. It came bump, bump, bump, bump, with the regular 
crash of a giant walking down stairs. It had a very peculiar tight 
sound like a firecracker exploding in a barrel. It stopped for a 
moment; then it came again, this time in a titanic splutter. The 
Russian captain had ordered a tremendous “fire by battery” and 
the four guns were all speaking at once. 

This time, you could hear the whine of the shells and off in the 
fields beyond the forest you could see puffs of white smoke against 
the green. The Russian artillery was feeling around a little. 

The little artillery captain ordered us out of the car and off the 
road while he went forward to reconnoiter. Directly ahead and 
across the road was a bulwark of tree boughs. No one knew what 
was behind it and | didn't envy the captain his job as he went for- 
ward to investigate. We found out afterward it had been abandoned 
by the Russians a few hours before. They had begun to give ground. 
After a long time, the captain returned and we were allowed to 
move forward to a line of trenches that had been abandoned by the 
Germans that morning as they ‘moved forward. Pocket-knives and 
cartridges were lying around as though they had moved forward on 
a hurry order. Just beyond were the Russian trenches, which were 
also deserted. The captain wouldn't let us go any further. We 
skirted around the edge of a wood.

Fierce Battle Being Fought 
on the Dvinsk Front. 


Forty-first Corps of German 
Army Loses Heavily. 


Teutons Also are Repulsed in 
Fight Near Dubno. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 25 (via Lon- 
don, Sept. 26.)—The following Rüs- 
sian official war statement was given 
out here tonight: 

“The cannonade in the Riga region 
has become much more intense in 
places, the Germans using asphyxiat- 
ing shells. 

“A fierce battle has been fought 
along the whole front of the Dvinsk 
position between Dvina and Lake Dris- 
viaty, where the Germans, supported 
by the hurricane fire of their artil- 
lery, delivered repeated desperate at- 
tacks, all of which were repulsed. Cer- 
tain trenches changed ds fre- 
quently. 

During an attack along the Dvinsk 
road in the district of Lake Lavkez 
near Novo Alexandrovsk, the enemy 
first succeeded in entering our 
trenches, but afterwards was ejected 
by a counter attack. Gathering them- 
selves together, the Germans again 
rushed in compact columns upon our 
trenches, but were forced to retire in 
disorder. Twice attacks of the same 
nature subsequently were repeated in 
the same direction. 

“The artillery fire here was extreme 
in its intensity but all attacks were 
repulsed. The enemy losses were enor- 
mous. The heaviness of our losses, 
due to the desperate fighting, is the 
best proof of the valor of our troops. 
During one counter attack a Russian 
detachment in the heat of the fight 
Wag surrounded by Germans but cut 
its way out and joined the other 


troops. 

Isolated actions have occurred in 
the districts of Novogrodek and 
Baranovichi. According to later re- 
— ‘during the engagement near 

gischin the Forty-first rman 
Corps suffered severe losses and dur- 
ing its retreat we made prisoners of 
seven officers and 6500 unwounded 
men and captured a cannon and sev- 
en machine guns. We also captured 
many German wounded, but the num- 
ber is not yet established. 

“In a hot engagement near Dubno 
for the villages of Khorupagne and 
Golovtechna, our troops by a frontal 
attack captured thirty officers, about 
1600 men and a machine gun. This 
attack was delivered under the en- 
emy’s hurricane artillery fire. which 
subsequently forced our troops to re- 
treat towards the River Ikwa. 

“In the region adjoining Galicla the 
enemy launched a series of attacks 
near the villages of New Alexinetz. 
but our troops, by a counter attack, 
overthrew him and took more than 
3000 prisoners and captured four ma-

were two chairs from some abandoned 
Russian home and a bed. It was the 
Post of the battalion commander. He 
sat here, in one of the chairs, with a 
field telephone fastened to his head 
like a hello girl and told the troops 
out im the trenches what to do next. 
Unless he walked up the ¢rest to a 
little ditch dug into the top of the 
hill, he did not see his men. They 
allowed us to go up to this observation 
trench, two by two. We squatted 
down in the freshiy-dug earth and 
peeked cautiously down upon the first 
battle I have seen. Strict candor com- 
pels me to state that it wasn’t worth 
the climb. A battle henceforth will 
be “any idea of nothing to see. 
If the Waterloo of Napoleon had been 
like the Waterloo of the Czar of 
Russia, I fear there would have been 
hard times in the Victor Hugo family. 
I think one can fairly say the battle 
we saw was the Waterloo of Russia 
in Poland and this is exactly what 
it looked like: From the hill over 
which we peeked there stretched aj 
pleasant pasture land sprinkled with 
wild flowers. Half way up a gentle 


turned earth. That was the German 
trench from which the soldiers of tha 
Kaiser were driving the Czar out of 
a great empire. At the top of the 
slope, at the edge of a little wood was 
another gash of earth: there the Rus- 
slans were fighting. We could hear 
guns firing and once in a while we 
could see puffs of white smoke; that 
was all. Not a soldier wag to be seen. 
Yet, I dare say it was one of the 
great battles of history. Literally it 
was the great Czar of the white Rus- 
sias defending his last ditch in Poland. 
We really got a better idea of what 
it was all about a little alter when 
they took us to see two Russian forts 
that had fallen within the week. A 
modern fort is longer a ring 
around a city. A fort is a series of 
earthworks situated for the most part 
several miles from the place they are 
defending. Thus the principal defensa 
of Warsaw was the forteress of Novo- 
georgievsk and the principal defense 
of Novogeorgievsk was a wide circle 
of forts each of which was a series 
of trenches, barbed wire entangle- 
ments and gun implacements. Two 
o fthese forts had fallen within eight 
days and three had fallen that morn- 
ing. Novogeorgievsk was suffering 
destruction by the ling chee process.. 
The first fortress we visited was 
Zegrze. This defended an important 
passage of the Narew and had been 
built originally in the time of Napo- 
leon. It had an anetent citadel with 
great iron gates, drawbridges, das- 
tions and stone walls. Outside of 
these it had modern earthworks. It 
was typical of everything else wa 
saw of the Russians’ defenses in that 
it — up without a 0. 
The Russians made no att 

defend it. 
When the Germans advanced to at- 
tack by a wide flank movement, they 
found the fortress deserted: the Rus- 
mans had pulled out without a fight. 
The next fort we visited explained 
very clearly why the Slavs did not 
tarry in Zegrze. This other fort was 
Dembe, one of the strongholds of Po- 
land. It was an immense earthwork 
with implacements for heavy guns. 
Beyond its outer rim was a huge 
ditch built of solid concrete and be- 
yond the ditch were the infantry 
trenches and the wire entanglements. 
About half an acre of this concrete 


the ditch, a mass of debris. Down 
the middle of the fort was a row of 
craters; they looked like smallpox 
marks on a giant. They told the 
whole story. The 42 centimeters had 
spoken. There were just ten craters, 
neatly distributed through the fort. 
Ten shots had been enough for Dembe 
and what happened to Dembe was 
ehough for Zegrze. Zegrze didn’t 
wait to try any of it. . 

Darkness came over the battlefield 
as we motored back toward Warsaw. 
As we were trundling along at the 
edge of a little wood, we saw lanterns 
flashing and bobbing and we stopped 
to investigate. Dark shapes were 
crawling out from the wood to the 
road. By the light of the lanterns we 
could see heavy traction engines 
drawing something covered with can- 
vas. Big Betsy, one of the Austrian 
30.5-centimeter howitzers was moving 
in a little closer. It looked exactly 
like a circus moving out of town. 
Men tn rough, dirty clothes were mov- 
ing about among the wagons, packing 
in the canvas by the flickering light 
of lanterns. We were almost pre- 
pared to believe that the big thing 
under the tarpaulin was the cage of 
the hippopotamus until the young Aus- 
trian captain tore off the canvas and 
proudly showed us the monster can- 


Betsy that we are not permitted to 
repeat. He said he would have Betsy 
set up by daylight in the new position 
and he added grimly that he didn't 
think that Novogeorgievsk would hold 
out very long after she got there. 
That young Austrian capt inter- 
ested me a lot. He had curious 
job. He was like the stoker on a 
battleship. He wielded the thunder 
bolts of destruction, but he never saw 
any battles. He was always stationed 
somewhere in the woods four or five 
miles from the thing he was batter- 
ing. The battle never lasted very 
long after he got Betsy into working 
order; but not a man of his battery 
had been killed since the war began 
a year ago. His battery was just an 
unromantic old foundry where death 
was manufactured. The last we saw 
of him he was moving into the dark-

As we rode home that night watch- 
ing the flask and glare of that shell 
storm, it seemed an irony that it 
should be governed by a war god sit- 
ting In somebody's front parlor with 
a map and that the lightning bolts 
should be hurled by young men, who 
had never seen a man killed, but 
whose work was to fuss over a giant 
mass of steel machinery. It began

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.— 
Physicians, who have spent years in 
the study of tuberculosis, declared to- 
day at the closing session of the sev- 
enth annual meeting of the American 
Association of Clinical Research at the 
Hahnemann Medical College that the 
cure evolved by Dr. Jefferson D. Gib- 
n of Denver, Colo., retiring president 
of the association, is one that in ten 
years ought to place tuberculosis 
among the relatively nonfatal dis- 
eases, : 

Dr. Gibson mentioned the/cure in 
his address opening the meeting on 
Thursday and described it in detail 
in a paper at today’s session. It pro- 
vides a cure by adding X-rays, ozone 
and static electricity to the climatic 
and dietetic treatment now common 
in tuberculosis hospitals. By this 
method, he claims, the presence of 
the disease can be detected in healthy, 
robust persons, even before the well- 
known symptoms begin to form and 
cures can be effected in advanced 
cases in remarkably short time, 

In his paper today Dr. Gibson said: 
„It might seem that I have allowed 
my enthusiasm to run away with me 
in studying this cure, but I think a 
feeling of gratification, at least, is 
justified when I say that out of 757

only 61 deaths. I wish to state now 
with emphasis that the X-ray will 
fnally bring about the emancipation 
of the human race from this dread- 
ful scourge. In a few years when 
the method is better developed, it will 
be a disgrace for a physician to al- 
low a case of tuberculosis of any’ kind 
to progress to an advanced stage be- 
cause the X-rays even now find the 
incipient tendencies, even before the 
symptoms form.”

Gen. Carranza claims, 
is one of the most important prob- 
lens of the whole reconstructive pro- 
gramme of Mexico and he deems it 
far more important than parley with 
defeated enemies in peace confer- 
ences. 
Gen. Carranza thinks Mexico 80. 
wealthy and its income under normal 
peaceful conditions so large that it 
will be able to pay off ite internal and 
external debt in a comparatively 
short time. 
“A great deal of the misunderstand- 
ing between the foreign investors and 
the Constitutionalists is due to the 
Aesire on the part of the former to 
cline to the ideas of the old regime,“ 
continued Gen. Carranza. “The Con- 
stitutionalists believe in an equitable 
taxation of all products imported in- 
to or exported from Mexico. This is 
not to be done with the idea of bur- 
dening business men, but as one of 
the fundamental principles of all gov- 
ernment, 

“In the days of Diaz many of his 
concessionaires were exempt 
from taxation. Those days are past. 
It is to this phase of the recon- 
structive programme that many for- 
eigners object. In reality, we are do- 
ling exactly what all properly-or 
ganized governments are doing, and 
nothing else. We place no burdens 
upon foreigners. Like many other na- 
tions we, in our bitter struggle to 
free ourselves from the yoke of cen- 
turies of oppression, have undoubted- 
ly made many mistakes. We have 
blundered much and to the eyes of 
our errors must have 
looked amazing. But it ie not to be 
forgotten that we are just getting our 
first lessons in democracy and it is

OBJECTIONS TO PLAN. 


The objections to the measure seem 
to come under three heads. 

1. Any tax measure passed by the 
Legislature under the new amend- 
ment is specifically exempted by the 
Constitution from the provisions of 
the referendum. There can be no 
recourse to the referendum to sus- 
Pend the operation of a tax law. This

through direct action. 

2. It permits taxation for State 
takes only of property now subject 
to local tax. Under its provisions the 
Legislature would have power to 
withdraw any class of property from 
county tax rolle and assess it for 
State purposes only. All the oil prop- 
erty of the State, or the mining prop- 
erty—any class of property from 
orange groves to department store 
could be seed by the Legislature 
and received for State taxation only. 
As it removes all restriction as to the 
jamount of tax that the Legislature 
may levy, it opens the way for leg- 
islative raids which will neither be 
barred by the Constitution nor sub- 
ject to the attack in turn through 
the medium of the referendum. 

3. It places the whole tax system 
of the State under the direct control 
of the Legislature and gives to that 
‘body a chance to try whatever tax 
experiment may appeal to its mem- 
bers, swayed by passion, fads or 

One Legislature might foist 
on the State the single-tax fad, the 
next might abolish this and place che 
State under home rule; another might 
favor the income tax plan to the ex- 
clusion of all others: still another 
might favor an ad valorem system. 
In an yor all these the people would 
have no choice. It is this uncertain- 
ty and the unstability that must ac- 
company it that has wakened much 
of the opposition. 
EX-GOV. PARDEE’S FIGHT. 


Ex-Gov. Pardee is making a vigor- 
ous fight against the measure in his 
Oakland Inquirer, which was former- 
ly one of the stanchest supporters 
of the administration. His objection 
as editorially expressed is that it will 
result in forcing the corporations al! 
back into State politics. That they 
will have to interest themselves in 
the selection of members of the Leg 
islature in order to protect their own 
property from legislative raids. He 
says that it means a direct return to 
conditions even worse than those 
which existed before the present tax 
laws were adopted. He adds that 
anyone who has had experience with 
Legislatures in the past must know 
how unsafe it is to trust them with 
unlimited powers in the matter of 
raising and expending money. 


SANTA ROSA PROTEST. 


The Santa Rosa Republican has 
voiced the following vigorous protest, 
which has been copied by a number 
of other northern papers: 

“The proposed new taxation law., 
amendment No. 9, will give the State 
power to withdraw any class of prop- 
erty it sees fit from local taxation 
in the counties and devote the reve- 
nue therefrom to the expense of run- 
ning the State. There-is no limit to 
the class of property affected by the 
law, and its sweeping provisions 
would allow every class of property 
being taken away from the County 
Supervisors and devoted to State use. 

“A condition could be brought 
about under its provisions in which 
the counties would not have property 
of any class or character left upon 
| which to levy taxes. It stands to rea- 
son that the more property with- 
drawn from county taxation, the more 
the remaining property will have to 
bear in order to pay for the running 
of the county government. 

“Perhaps some scrt of an explana- 
tion, for the eagerness to put this 
amendment over, may be gleaned 
from the fact that five years ago the 
cost of running the State government 
was $8,000,000, and that last year it 
was $18,000,000. This is an increase 
of 125 per cent. in that time, or an 
average increase of 25 per cent. a 


year. 
“Voters would do well to think 
deeply over this amendment and 


doubly well to stamp ‘No’ in the 
square provided for that purpose.” 


THE MINING COUNTIES. | 


All the little mining counties along 
the mother lode are joining in their 
opposition to the new measure. They 
have discovered that, under its pro- 
visions, all the big mining properties 
in their districts could be withdrawn 
from local taxation, just as the rail- 
roads and other public service corpo- 
rations were withdrawn. This would 
mean practical bankruptcy for the lit- 
tle counties: but they would have no 
recourse, as they would be outvoted 
ten to one in the Legislature. 

There is a fourth objection that 
applies peculiarly to Los Angeles. The 
new amendment does not provide as 
at present for reimbursement of 
cities and counties for the redemption 
of bond issues that were outstanding 
when the present law went into effect 
in 1911.

Creditable Rumor Says De parted Prelate a Year Ago 
_ Urged that Rector of St. Vibiana’s be Neat in Charge of 
Diocese — Growth of Work Adds 8. ‘Importance of. 
Choice of Successor. 


apparently with the authority of one 
8 to the late bishop, that, while 
in Rome a year ago, feeling himseif to 
be failing and with the welfare of the 
diocese at heart, he urged that Rt. 
Rev. Patrick. Harnett, long rector of 
the Cathedral of St. Vibiana, be named 
his - successor. t no man knows 
the affairs of the diocese better, that 
no man has them nearer to heart than 
Monsignor Harnett, is to say a thing 
the truth of which cannot be ques- 
tioned. 

But, * the confirmation of the 
Holy See is given to the candidate for 
the bishopric, he must submit to a 
double examination as to his fitness, 
first by a papal delegate at his place of 
residence, and afterwards by the 
Roman Congregation of Cardinals as- 
signed. for the purpose. 

In event of both processes prov- 
ing satisfactory, the 
confirmed, preconized, and so far pro- 
moted that he is allowed to exercise 
the right of jurisdiction in his see. He 
cannot, however, exercise the functions 
proper to the episcopal order until 
his consecration, which ordinarily 
takes place wi three months of 
his confirmation. | 

The .bishop is consecrated, after 
taking the oath of fidelity to the Holy 
See and subscribing to the profession 
of faith, by a bishop appointed by 
the Pope for the purpose, assisted by 

at least two other bishops or prelates, 
— main features of the act being 
the laying on of hands, the anointing 
with oll, and the delivery of the pas- 
tora] staff and other symbols of office. 
After consecration the new bishop is 
solemnly enthroned in the cathedra, 
surmounted by a baldachin or canopy, 
on the gospel side of the choir in 
the cathedral church; and the 
assembled congregation. 

DIOCESE GROWS. 


With th® growth of the diocese of

O will succeed the well-loved 
Bishop Conaty as head of the 
Catholic diocese of Monterey 
and Los Angeles? Several names are 
whispered about, and there is much 
speculation. But to speculate in 80 
august a case as the appointment of 
a bishop is to presume to know the 
minds of a score of men, even of the 
Po himself, and to essay a fore- 
cast on events for Which not even the 
motive force has yet been supplied. 
Some time soon, presumably, Arch- 
bishop Hanna of the province of San 
Francisco. will call a meeting in this 
city of the dilocesan consultors and 
“irremovable”’ pastors of the same. 
These priests. six in number, will meet 
in secret. They will ballot in secret; 
and three names in relative’ order 
of preference, will be submitted to the 
archbishop as those of men whom the 
cleric of the diocese believe fitted to 
exercise the duties of the episcopus. 
The list ia immediately forwarded 
to the archbishop, who calls a meet- 
tne of the suffragan bishops of the 
province to consider them. But there 
is no obligation on the archbishop or 
suffragan bishops to confine their con- 
sideration to the names on the dio- 
cesan list. They may even disregard 
the list and compile one of their own, 
just as it is not obligatory, and in 
some cases not considered well, to ele- 
vate a priest of the diocese to the 
bishopric. 
The list once complied and ap- 
proved by the archbishop and suffra- 
gan bishops, it is forwarded to the 
apostolic delegate at Washington, who 
is now Most Rev. John Bonzano, and 
by him to the Prefect of the Propa- 
da.

Miss Maggie E. Cors right to 320 
acres, within rifle shot of the town- 
site of Niland, Imperial Valley, was 
confirmed by a decision of the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Of- 
fice, received here yeste .

Miss Cox made a desert entry on 
the land, the final p ap-

On June 24, 1912, 
the land was restored to the public 
domain.

Of course one year 
today the war had been going on a little over a month; and in that fi 
month there had been many fictitious advances. However, most 0 
these came the first two weeks of the war and prices by Septem 
21 had moved back to a normal basis. 

The Democratic administration cannot be given credit for 
lessening of the burden of the average citizen, as the consumer 
brought about his own salvation by refraining from purchasing 
staples when the same acquired too high a value, contenting himself 
with cheaper substitutes. Economy has been the watchword in almost 
all families during the past year.

THE DINNER LINE. 


But perhaps the noblest thing they 
are doing is to provide cheap, good 
food at a dazzling cafeteria within 
the grounds, where one can appease 
the gnaws of hunger at a lower cost 
than one could cook it at home.

Then again the terrifying stories of 
inordinately expensive accommoda- 
tions In San Francisco vanish if the 
T. W. C. A. is consulted. They have 
liste of homes where one can live 
well and economically, homes person- 
ally known to them, and many 
thousand modest persons find it possi- 
ble to spend several weeks in San 
Francisco for as low as $6 a week, 
including meals. I have met scores 
of people who have assured me that 
$10 a week covered their whole ex- 
pense, including admission daily 0 
the fair—the sort of people who in- 
habit the home towns and build up 
great communities. 

Think what a wonderful thing this 
is. It enables many thousands of peo- 
ple to enjoy their vacation at our 
great international exposition as in- 
expensively as they could visit a sea- 
side resort near home. Indeed, one 
Came to the conclusion that it was 
easier and simpler for persons of 
modest income to come up and en- 
joy the fair than for people of more 
ambitious tastes: every detail is. con- 
sidered for them, every sympathetic 
arrangement made to avoid unneces- 
sary expense.

That means that on a chilly evening 
they come out of that warm tank 
and shiver with the cold and contract 
hideous chills. Two of them could 
scarcely speak and coughed miserably 
at $12 a week. The Zone Club dis- 
covered that no provision whatever 
had been made for changing the wa- 
ter in the tanks and they interfered 
with maternal wisdom. to the great 
advantage of the performers. And 
they use every effort to cure those 
colds and to doctor the burst ear 
drums from which so many of the 
diving girls suffer owing to the long 
pressure under the water. 

All this sort of work. the 
Club, the first aid. the rest rooms and 
the information assistance is paid for 
out of the profits from that popular 
cafeteria. Selling good food at rock 
bottom prices, théy can still make a

AGAINST PLOT. 


‘Appeal to California Republicans by the Republican State 


Central Committee, Through Chairman Keesling. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17, 1915, 
To Republicans of California: 

At a special election there will be 
su»mitted to a vote of the people 
two bills passed at the recent session 
of the Legislature, intended to ex- 
tend the system of nonpartisanship, 
now prevailing in municipalities and 
counties in this State, to all State elec- 
tive offices. It is claimed that it will 
only add a few non-political officials to 
the long list already elected under the 


nonpartisan system, but those few“ 
in contradistinction to the “long 
list already elected” by the nonparti- 


fan system, are State officials. 

Convinced of the importance of re- 
taining the partisan plan I earnestly. 
advise your co-operation to defeat the 
nonpartisan plan. 

You must thoroughly appreciate 
and emphasize the fact that there is 
only one issue involved, namely, Shall 
State officers be elected upon a parti- 
fan or upon a nonpartisan system? 

Do not be confused by faise issues. 
BRefogging the real issue is frequently 
resorted to by the adroit advocate. 
You will be told that the opposition to 
this legislation is an old organization, 
Republican machine plot and that 
only the old organization standpatters 
eppose the nonpartisan system. This 
is not so, because patriotic independent 
thinkers among the Republicans and 
Democrats as well oppose it. However, 
that it is not an issue. When occasion 
demands unscrupulous party leaders 
will be “kicked out” as has been done 
heretofore. You will be told that, 
as all the nonpartisan bills have not 
been submitted, confusion will result. 
That confusion will be less injurious 
than the effect of the nonpartisan 
system. That is not an issue. Let that 
not stand in your way. 

It is claimed for the nonpartisan 
system that it will result in “humane 
and enlightgned administration and 
in efficient business management.

The present 
nonpartisan direct primary system of 
election of judges, due to the neces- 
sary personal solicitation of votes, has 
certainly not resulted in improving the 
character of applicants for ju ictal 
positions, but on the contrary has dis- 
suaded many good men and it has been 
a disheartening handicap to those 
who have been conscientious enough 
to submit to the present-day method

the average citizen of a State so ex- 
tensive as California will be possessed 
of facts sufficient to qualify himself to 
judge the qualifications of a candi- 
date for State office. 

Candidates should be selected by 
Parties by some method more reason- 
able than the present one, but safe- 
guarding the rights of electors. This 
would make the party a guarantor of 
its candidate and fix responsibility. It 
would afford the people of the State a 
selection from at least two, and prob- 
ably more, party candidates. 

Parties are dependent upon efficient 
administration for success and that in- 
sures on the average a better class of 
candidates from which a satisfactory 
choice may be made than will be 
afforded under the proposed system. 
The intelligent voter will not be con- 
fined within party lines if his party 
candidate is unsatisfactory, thereby 
disposing of the contention that par- 
ties inject false issues of Federal 
questions into State elections. 

How would the person of ordinary 
mearis make a campaign under the 
proposed nonpartisan system? It 
would require the support of wealthy 
friends, or others of influence, and the 
candidate would be, owing to his 
human instincts, more or less unden 
obligation to those who contributed 
to his campaign, and it would be a 
fruitful field of activity for those seek- 
ing domination of government for 
ulterior purposes. What guarantee 
would there be, the public having re- 
lieved itself of such dominated offi- 
cials, that the succeeding officials 
would not be the same’? And there 
may be still another result—-selections 
of candidates for the primaiies by 
parties organized without safeguards 
of the character intended to be in- 
sured by recent legislation directed 
against boss control. The nonpar- 
tisan system 8 every re- 
form directed to correct that evil. 

The natural result would be that 
incumbents, by reason of their State- 
wide acquaintance due to incumbency, 
would have a tremendous advantage 
over the non-office-holding candidate. 

It is impossible in. limited space 
to offer all or a complete argument 
against the nonpartisan system. The 
preservation of parties within States 
for the maintenance of the integrity 
of those parties nationally affords an- 
others weighty reason for opposing 
the nonpartisan plan. 

Finally, with reference to the cam- 
County committees, therefore, 
it without sufficient funds to carry on 
even a necessary educational cam- 
paign.

ernment recognized as the government de 
facto shall demonstrate that it possesses 
“the material and moral capacity necessary 
to protect the lives and property of nation- 
als and foreigners.” 

That is rather a large order for either 
Carranza, Villa, Obregon or Zapata to fill. 
The governments of both Cr-ranza and 
Villa have each a very intermittent and 
uncertain “material capacity” to protect 
either foreigners or Mexicans, and appar- 
ently no moral capacity” whatever to do 
so.

TRAW OR GRAIN? 

Among the uninitiated an erroneous 
impression is abroad that irrigation is sim- 
ply running a furrow or digging a basin 
and slopping on the water. Anyone who 
supposes that this is the sum and substance 
of growing crops in the semi-arid West 
by means of “irrigation ought to read the 
masterly address on the subject delivered 
by Prof. Bowers before the Irrigation Con- 
gress in Sacramento. ‘ 

Some of our established orchardists and 
all of our new settlers who are anxious to 
make a record as western farmers or fruit- 
growers can glean valuable facts vital to 
their enterprise from the professor’s speech. 

On the proper application of the water 
on any irrigated piece of land may depend 
the difference between profit and loss. A 
common mistake, where water is plentiful, 
is to over-irrigate. “You can’t give em too 
much,” is a common remark. This is true 
if you prefer growing straw to grain, or 
forcing wood or twigs or foliage at the ex- 
pense of fruit and are willing to pay un- 
necesary water bills. 

There is in reality no undertaking that 
pays better for a close attention to detail 
than that of frrigating. 

Farmers all over the United States are 
making their business every year more of 
an exact science and less of a hazardous, 
hit-or-miss expenditure of labor. Where | 
irrigation plays the first part in crop cul- 
ture, the need for intelligent observation 
is especially necessary. Many an acre of 
irrigated land has left the owner in debt, 


| when it should have netted him handsome 


profits, because the water was not applied 
scientifically at the right time or in proper- 
ly regulated quantities. | 1 
Not only the nature of the soil, but the 
habits of the plants ought to be studied 
by every up-to-date farmer on irrigated 
farms in Western America. The amount 
of water required for one crop in one par- 
ticular sort of soil may be too little or too 
much for the same plant grown on different 
land, or for a different plant grown on the 
same soil. A study of all these details is 
vital if the agriculturist hopes to get out 
of the land all that the land is capable of

producing. Too little water may starve | 
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the plant life, and tob much may leach. 
some parts of the soil and coagulate others. 


Excellent results, it is true, have been 
obtained from good land in California, even

Those who prefer growing grain to straw 
will pay attention to the science of irriga- 
tion, and so keep their bank balances grow- 
ing and preserve the fertility of their farms.

HE GERMAN BRITISH FIRST LORD. 

Prince Louis of Battenburg, First Sea 
Lord of the British Admiralty when the war 
broke out. who resigned under rather pain- 
ful circumstances three months later, is 
gradually regaining his position in the Brit- 
ish hearts. Time is justifying him to the 
hilt. 

It will be remembered that his German 
extraction was brought before the public 
by a great English newspaper, which im- 
puted much possible treachery, and that, as 
a consequence, he resigned the command 
of the Admiralty to the hands of the veteran 
Lord Fisher. 

As a matter of fact, Prince Louis is an 
Austrian by birth and became a naturalized 
Englishman forty-seven years ago, after 
Austria’s defeat by Prussia at Konig-gratz. 
Two of his sons are even now fighting in 
France on the side of the allies. 

Winston Churchill, then First Civil Lord 
of the Admiralty, was given much credit at 
the time for the fact that the whole of the 
British navy was successfully mobilized 
several days before war broke out, under 
the guise of naval maneuvers, whic enabled 
Great Britain to bottle up the German navy 
in Kiel and retain command of the seas. 
Churchill has since been retired to a minor 
position, owing to a conflict with Lord 
Fisher, and he has now publicly ~- snfessed, 
in an effort to refute charges ef civilian 


interference with the naval projects, that | 


Prince Louis, and Prince Louis only, was 
responsible for that masterly preparedness. 

The case is interesting to the United 
States, because in time of war for this coun- 
try We should inevitably discover that many 
of out responsible positions were held, by 
naturalized foreigners. If that fact, and 


that only, is to be held against them and 
| presage their public humiliation, things 


are going to be hideously chaotic for us. 


That nationality is a strong factor cannot 


be denied, and in the case of Prince Lou's, 
the fact that he actually originated in the 


enemy country may well have aroused sus 


picions, especially in view of the known 
law of Germany which enables a man to be- 


come naturalized in another country, secret- 
ly maintaining his allegiance to the Father- 


land. But a man must be judged by his 
deeds, on his character, on his record, not 


on his nationality, if anything like a con- 


sistent policy is to be maintained. There is 
a strong reaction of feeling on behalf of 
Prince Louis of Battenburg in England just 
now, and some regrets that he was not al- 
lowed to carry through his policies and reap 
the benefit of his undoubtedly brilliant fore- 
sight. The more so that troubles ensued with 
fearful promptitude at the Admiralty direct- 
ly he had been retired. It would seem that if 
a country thought well enough of a man 
to give him what amounts to the most 
important appointment for British national 
interests, it should think well enough of 
him to remain loyal. Otherwise the compli- 
cations which will inevitably ensue, should 


this country find herself in a like predica-

This will- 
ingness to assume the responsibility of pay- 
ing interest on any and all sums obtainable 
amounts to a posftive failing with many 
men. There is nothing in it. It is like 
robbing the grave to pay the undertaker. 

Whole communities are infected with the 
virus. If there doesn’t happen to be money 
enough In the treasury to buy a new fire 
engine or put a new roof on the City Hall 
a bond issue is promptly and joyously rati- 
fied.

It the bonds are 
redeemed in par at their maturity they will 
net the holder over 12 per cent. on the sub- 
scription—the profit being in the difference 
between a normal and abnormal rate of ex- 
change. 

Strange to say, the American dollar is 
worth more today than it really is. 

About the only redeeming feature to 
American participation in the war loans is 
the fact that the bulk of the money still 
remains in this country, and as great a 
portion of it is paid for the stores and sup- 
plies of noncombatants as is for munitions 
of war.

EXPOSITION GROUNDS (San 
Francisco) Sept. 25.—What promises 
to be the most important and prac- 
tical peace programme so far under- 
taken by the advocates of world peace 
will be shaped when the International 
Peace Congress begins its sessions in 
San Francisco, October 10. The con- 
gress will continue until October 13, 
and will cover all the most important 
phases of the world movement for 
peace. 


The congress will be held under the 


auspices of the Church Peace Union 
and the American Peace Society. The 
preliminary work is done by a San 
Francisco committee, working in con- 
junction with the exposition, the di- 


rectors of which regard the congress 


as the chief convention of all held 
during the exposition period. For, if 
the exposition itself is a sort of world 
city of peace flourishing despite a 
world half-wrecked and ruined by 
War, the peace congress to be held 
next month will sum up and make 
concrete the spirit of the exposition's 
highest ideal. 

Chancellor David Starr Jordan is 
the president of the congress. Capt. 
Robert Dollar is the treasurer. Dr. 
H. H. Bell and Robert C. Root, sece 
retary of the California Peace Society, 
are the joint secretaries, assisted by 
Louis P. Lochner, secretary of the 
Chicago Peace Society. Among the 


local vice-presidents are such promi- 


nent personages as Archbishop Ed- 
ward J. Hanna, Bishop William Ford 
Nichols, Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, 
Judge W. W. Morrow and Mrs. John 
F. Merrill, while serving upon the 


various committees are a host of lead- 


ing men and women conspicuous in 
public life, such as Senator James D. 
Phelan, Walter MacArthur, United 
States Shipping Commissioner; Rabbi 
Martin Méyer, Raphael Weil, Con- 
gressman William Kent, President 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler, University of 
California, many influential club 
women and the editors of the leading 
newspapers. 


The speakers include many diverse. 


representatives of various aspects of 
the peace movements. It will be far 
from being a -at-any-price” 
movement, nor is it committed to any 
particular peace idea, save the funda- 
mental principles upon which there 
is little difference of opinion. The 
main object of the congress is to 


shape definite and practical ways of 


putting these principles into action, 
It will be a power plant for generat- 
ing and directing practical force. It 
will aim to make such an impact up- 
on world thought as speedily to hasten 
the overthrow of militarism. 

Among those who have already an- 
nounced subjects are the follow. 
ing well-known people: Chancellor 
David Starr Jordan, Gov. Hiram W, 
Johnson, Dr. Frederick Lynch, secre- 
tary the Church Peace Union, New 
York; Archbishop Edward J.

Senator La Fontaine of Belgium, a 
winner of the Noble peace prize; Wal- 
ter Scott Penfield, Washington, D. C., 
secretary for the United States at the 
Hague Pious Fund Arbitration; Her- 
bert 8. Houston, president World's 
Associated Advertising Clubs; Miss 
Eva Marshall Shontz, Chicago, or- 
ganizer of the Woman’s Peace Party; 
Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead, Boston, Mass., 
author of “Swords and Pliough- 
shares: Dr. John Metz, Mirza Alt 
Kuli Khan, Persian Minister to the 
United States, Louis P. Lochner, Chi- 
cago, secretary Chicago Peace Society;

Miss Jane Addams is expected to be 
in attendance and to make one of

First— To bring together recognized 
leaders in public affairs from all na- 
tions, including representatives from 
all religious, educational, legal, peace, 
commercial, labor and Socialistic or- 
ganizations, in order to unite them 
into one great, constructive organizae- 
tion to work for the abolition of war. 

Second—To present a programme 
which, in its discussion and printed 


results, shal] make such impact upon 
the springs of world thought as — 


speedily to hasten the overthrow of 
militarism. 

Third— To discuss up-to-date, prae- 
tical plans for effective international 
co-operation in the substitution of 


moral principles and just laws for the | 


rules of force. 

‘Fourth—To discuss the problem of 
adequate national protection. 

Among the broad lines df the cone 
gress these points will be discussed: 

The extension of the principles of 
arbitration and conciliation to all ine 
ternational disputes. 

The formation of an international 
peace league. 

The organization of a world court 
for the judicial settlement of internae 


tional difficulties.

WHERE FILMLAND’S LEAF TURNS. 


Some of the Remarkable Character Actors and Actresses of the Movie 
World Who Have Crossed the Three-Score Line 
and Are Still Young. 


F YOU need a plot for your next 

scenario don’t delve into musty H- 

braries, nor go out and get @ drink 
as inspiration. Just go and talk to 
some of the older actors, even to 
some of the “extra” people on “the 
lot.” 

To grow old gracefully, that’s given 
above all to the stage folk, and espe- 
cially to the motion-picture people. 
In the full prime of their powers are 
many of the so-called older actors. 
Who doesn’t remember a character 
part played by an actor no longer 
young which lingered longer in the 
memory than that of the “star?” And 
in the realm of pictures, where, when 
all ig said and done, it's the acting 
that really matters, the older artist 
finds some of the best opportunities 
for expression of his ripened talents. 

There are many really famous char- 
acter actors among the motion-picture 
folk of Southern California, and there 
is many a story among them that's 
fuller of the lights and shades of 
human experience than most plays 
can boagt. 

Can you imagine losing your for- 
tune at 70, and starting all over again 
in a new career—one demanding all 
the virility and grit of youth?

POLITICIANS, STATESMEN. 
Alvey A. Adee, Second Assistant 
Secretary of State, started last week 
on his forty-sixth year in the diplo- 
matic service of the United States. 


His connection with the State Depart- 
ment was established when he was ap- 
pointed secretary of legation at Ma- 
drid September 9, 1870. He was under 
Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, then Minister 
to the Spanish court, and served as 
charge d'affaires in the latter's ab- 
sénce. He was made chief of the dip- 
lomatic bureau in Washington in 1878. 
Mr. Adee was made Third Assistant 
Secretary of State soon afterward and 
1886 was appointed Second Assistant 
Secretary of State, the position which 
he has since held. It is his duty to 
scrutinize all diplomatic correspond- 
ence to see that no precedents are 
violated and that no undesirable pre- 


writer of the government, Mr. Adee 
has drafted every kind of note, treaty, 
convention, protocol and proclamation. 


Romulo S. Naon, Ambassador from 
Argentina, may become a candidate 
for the Presidency of his republic, ac- 
cording to statements made in Wash- 
ington by his friends.

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| INCREASING MUNITION SUPPLY. 
Government Arsenals are Increas- 
ing Their Production, Heretofore 
ldmited by the Supply of Powder, 
{Philadelphia Public Ledger: ] Gov- 
ermment arsenals are today working 
at full time and turning out more 
ammunition and arms than in or- 
dinary times. This became known 
here today, although it was an- 
nounced that the rush had no signifi- 
cance other than precaution made 
necessary by a situation that might 
develop. 


The capacity of the Unifed States 
for turning out munitions of war, 
arms, supplies of all kinds, powder, 
ammunition, Ste., has been increased 
since the European war began in a 
measure that, if it could be accurate- 
ly stated, would astonish the world, 
and perhaps most of all the American 
people. Just one item in the long list 
of n of war will suggest by 
a comparison of antebellum with the 
present capacities, the wonderful ad- 


vance t has been made. 
e tement is made by the gov- 
ernment authorities in charge of 


maintaining our government supplies 
of these things, that at the beginning 
of the war in Europe the capacity 
for turning out small arms ammuni- 
tion—the most important of all—was 
probably 10,000,000 rounds a week. 
That, however, was cut in half by 
the impossibility of getting powder 
enough to load the shells. With the 
powder, the 10,000,000 figure could 
have been touched, but there wasn't 
powder for more than half that num- 
r. 
Today, according to the best au- 
thority, which is in close touch with 
conditions in both government and 
private establishments, there are five 
big plants turning out small arms 
ammunition, and all of them hold big 
contracts or orders. They could, it 
is declared, turn out 1,000,000 rounds 
each per day; that is, 30,000,000 
rounds a week for the five plants in- 
stead of 6,000,000 before the war.

From far-off Canton, China, comes a 
photograph showing just how a real 
Chinese baby, bought for 20 cents and 
clothed, educated and fed for $5 a 
year, looks with a real Irish handle 
to its name. 

Though Sister Marie de Loures, an 
American nun who has charge of 
these seven queueless Chinese and 
who sent their picture to the Rev. Dr. 
William Garrigan, didn’t say anything 
about it in her letter, it is altogether 
probable that every one of the outfit 
has been nicknamed by this time. 
Their names are Patrick, Bridget, 
Teresa, Margaret, Mary, John and 
Johanna. 

Five of the youngsters in the photo- 
graph are the property of a Philadel- 
phia woman. The whole quintet cost 
her $25. and she expects to retain the 
children until maturity. by paying $5 
a year each for their support.

EDUCATING THE CHINESE. 
In New York They go to the City 


Schools the Day and 


[Sunday Magazine:] When school 
is out at 4 o'clock in New York City, 
Tom, Dick and Mary go off to play: 
but the Chinese boys who have sat 
beside them go home for their oth- 
er books and start right off for school 
again. This time it is a Chinese 
school, and they are kept busy until. 
8 o'clock, learning to read and write 
their fathers’ native language and re- 
citing the principles of the great Con- 
fucius. 

Each Chinese lad brings to his sec- 
ond school copy-books, ink-pads and 
broad ink-brushes a foot long. Untill 
5:20 they copy the difficult Chinese 
characters and signs. Then they have 
an hour's recess for supper, after 
which they return to school and 
read to the teacher what they have 
written. To write Chinese a boy 
must memorize 2000 signs. He must 
recognize at least 4000 in order to 
read books understandingly. To ac- 
quire a good working knowledge ‘of 
the language, from five to ten years 
of study are required. 

Said Master Chen Yen: 

“Like English the easy. to 
learn and speak, all nice letters and 
syllables, can speak and write out 
each word from sound as spoken; but 
in our Chinese cannot write sounds 
to show meaning, have to draw signs, 
very hard and slow to master.

HUMAN MOTIVES. By James Jackson 
M.D. Little, Brown & Co., Boston. rey 


IE author of this book is well qualified 

to interpret the meaning of human 

motives, having been for many years 
professor of diseases of the nervous sys- 
tem in Harvard University. Thus he was 


‘given abundant opportunity for studying 


abnormal, as well as normal, deportmcnt, 
and the motives governing it. 

“Motives are at best such rixed affairs,” 
he asserts, “and the chances are so many 
for deceiving ourselves as to the deeper 
bearings of our thoughts and acts, that the 
temptation instinctively to take advantage. 
of one or another of these opportunities is 
almost irresistible.” * 

Nevertheless, Dr. Putnam believes that 
most normal persons do not take advantage 
of these temptations. “I believe,” he says, 
“on the one hand, that men are more 
strongly bound than they usually recognize, 
by a sense of obligations definable as ‘ideal.’ 
Whatever 


mame one may choose for these 


ties, they are virtually religious in their 
nature. . The sense of these obliga- 
tions, even though unacknowledged or de- 
nied, make itself felt through the host of 
lesser motives.” | ‘

The final 
chapter points out that human progress is 
to be regarded as equivalent to the discov- 
ery of new relationships between the in- 
ner world of one’s own spirit and the world 
of empirical experience.” 

“Human Motives” is obviously the 
uct of a trained observer of mature mind. 
It is full of useful suggestions, and there is 
a broad-minded, sympathetic interest in fel- 
low creatures through it all that makes it 
peculiarly pleasing. The author is willing 
to point out our shortcomings, but is not 
inclined to censure us severely for them.

speculations, the study of Cantor’s “The- 
ory of Transfinite Numbers” will delight 
his soul. Editor Jourdain, in an elaborate 
introduction to the author's work, reviews 
the successive steps of Fourier, Dirichlet, 
Cauchy, Weierstrass, Riemann, Hankel and 
Gauss in dealing logically with an immense 
complex of data, and reveals the influence 
those great minds of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries exerted on the re-

ipp Cantor, wao was born at St. Peters- 


burg in 1845, lived successively in Wies 


baden, Frankfurt, Darmstadt and Berlin 
where, as extraordinary professor, he held 
the chair for a quarter of a century. 

By an “aggregate,” says Cantor, we are 
to understand any collection into a whole, 
M, of definite and separate objects, m, of 
our intuition or our thought. In signs we 
express this thus: M equals (m.) 

Now the following explanatory paragraph 
ocurs in Mr. Jourdain’s introduction: “Is 
not an aggregate an object outside of us, 
whereas its cardinal number is an abstract 
picture of it in our mind?”

REDUCE PRICE OF RADIUM.

Can be Produced for Thirty-six 

Thousand Dollars a Gram, and has 

been Sold for Four Times as Much. 

[Washington Star:] Production of 
radium from Colorado ca te ores 
Bureau of Mines, in nnec- 
tion with the National Radium Insti- 
tute, has p experimental 
stage and is now on a sue 
manufacturing b ; 

In making this announcement to- 
day, Secretary Lane declared that 
statements made to Congress con- 
cerning the ability of the bureau to 
produce radium ata greatly de- 
creased cost over other processes had 
actually been accomplished and that 
ol 8 were even less than pre- 


The secretary said he had been in- 
formed that the cost of one gram of 
radium metal produced in the form 
of bromide during March, April and 
May, last, was $36,050. This included 
all expenses incident to production. 
“When it is considered that radium 
has been selling for $120,000 and 
$160,000 a gram,” said Mr. Lane, “it 
will be seen what the bureau has ac- 


complished. 
“The public, however, should not 
infer that this low cost of produc- 


tion necessarily means n immediate 
drop in the selling price of radium, 
The National Radium Institute was 
fortunate in securing through a Colo- 
rado steel company the right to mine 
ten claims of carnotite ores belonging 
to it, and this was practically the only 
ore available at the time. Since then 
new deposits have been opened, but 
these are closely held, and, according 
to the best judgement of bureau ex- 
perts, the rado and Utah fields, 
which are much richer in radium- 
bearing orés than any others known, 
will supply ore for a few years only 
at the rate of productien that ob- 
tained when the European war closed 
down the mines. 

“The demand for radium will also 
increase rapidly, for two or three sur- 
geons who have a sufficient amount 
of this element to entitle them to 
speak from experience are obtaining 
results in the cure of cancer that are 
increasingly encouraging as their 
knowledge of its application im- 
proves. 

“Under all the circumstances it 
does seem to me that it behooves the 
government to make some arrange- 
ment whereby these deposits, 80 
unique in their extent and their rich- 
ness, may be conserved in the truest 
by extracting 
the radium from the ores where it 
now lies useless and putting it to 
work for the eradication of cancer 
in the hospitals of the army and 
navy and the public health service.”

THE INCENTIVES. 


Several factors have contributed to 
crystallize the conviction that some- 
thing must be done without further 
delay to provide a means of com- 
munication through the hill. The 
growing congestion of traffic on Sixth 
and Seventh streets between Figueroa 
and Main has become a most alarm- 
ing problem and it is more and. more 
apparent to thoughtful observers that 
the only logical relief that is at all 
feasible at this time lies in the crea- 
tion. of other serviceable avenues of in- 
gfess from the west and northwest in- 
to the downtown district. Bunker 
Hill stands in the way of this solution. 

The need one or more great 
fhrough traffic arteries extending 
westward through the vast area lying 
between Sixth street and Wilshire 
boulevard on the south and Sunset 
boulevard on the north was never 80 
imperative as now. More building 
is being done in this area at the pres- 
ent time than in any other section of 
the city, In spite of the roundabout 
ways the residents of west :

THE CHEAPER PLAN. 


The plan for an open cut at First’ 


Street alone is the only one of the 
various schemes for getting through 
Bunker Hill that has never come up 
for official action. Three years ago 
it was sidetracked for a consideration 
of the ambitious project of regarding 
the whole hill. A year later Law- 
‘rence Holmes, one of the principal 
property owners of West First street 
and the man to whom . belongs the 
credit for first carefully working out 
if not for originating the idea, vol- 
untarily dropped his campaign for 
the single street opening to support 
what he believed to be the still better 
plan of the proposed cut from First 


to Second. 

Interest in the original schem 
evolved by Mr. Holmes has been re- 
vived by Mr. Topham’s suggestion for 
a First-street cut. The City Council- 
man's plan called for a cut to extend 
sixty feet back of the street on each 


to prepare estimates on this basis. 
Mr. Topham stated before leaving for 
the East that his plan as to width 
was subject to change and that he 
only wanted to “get the thing 
started.“ 


Mr. Holmes is emphatic in his in- 
sistance that the first hasty estimates 
as to the probable cost of a cut at 
First street, as prepared for Mr. Top- 
ham, will be materially reduced as the 
result of further study into the possi- 
bilities of the one street project. He 
declares, however, that he is heartily 
in favor of the cut from First to Sec- 
ond and that he regards his own plan 
in the light of the best possible Al- 
ternative scheme in the event the 
larger enterprise should prove to be 
too big an undertaking to be success- 
fully carried out.

DAMAGES REDUCED. 


A main purpose of his plan, accord- 
ing to Mr. Holmes, is to reduce the 
question of property damages to a 
minor issue in the project. To this 
end he has tried to design a cut in 
which neither the property owner, 
whose ground was lowered to the new 
street level, ‘nor the owner left on 
top of. the hill at the edge of the 
opening would be injured.
